Along came Nicholas Appert, 
a poverty stricken Parisian cake 
maker to whom 
that

ing stuff from spoiling.

(The first 
designed in America came 
one 


from a man named Henry Hunt.) 
Five y ears later, Ezra J. War­ 
ner patented the first can open­ 
er on record and the U. S. patent 
office here has the records to 
prove it. At that time, the house­ 
wife operated the instrum ent by 
holding it 
over 
the 
can, • and 
whopping the end of the carver 
with the palm of her hand until 
something gave. Either the palm 
or the can. To progress around 
the can rt was necessary for 
great grandma to almost stand on 
her hair-do and pump up and 
down and push and pull like all 
get out. 
Most of the early can openers 
that followed this original one re­ 
q uired the strength of a black­ 
smith to operate. They left jagged 
points. 
Great Grandma would 
have been happier with her axe. 
In 1940, Charlotte A. Arneson 
got a patent on a little butterfly 
number which y ou twisted with 
y our fingers. 
Four 
lears 
later 
somebody invented a thing that 
opened a can by motor. 
In 1946, the 
Rival Manufac­ 
turing Co. of Kansas City came 
up with what was called a Can o- 
mat. It was a so-called miracle 
gadget with a magnet that took 
care of the heretofore lost tin- 
top that alway s found it way to 
the bottom of a can among the 
last two or three peas or beans. 
It also was billed as a gadget with 
a removable 
cutter, 
a 
knife 
that could 
be 
unhooked 
and 
cleaned. The Rival people tried it 
out in Kansas City restaurants 
which are supposed to use more 
can openers than brides. 
May be all this is so.
